1* Section 10]4,(a); This Section establishes a Central Intelli- 
gence Agency,,.:^ does not give it a specific place in the Govemaeiital 
structure. sr''?$aL specifically places the Central Intelligence Agcincy 
“under the National Security Council,” This latter is preferable, as 
the Council is designated as the body to which the Agency is responsi- 
ble. S. 1282, in not clarifying this point, eliminates any direction 
and control of the activities of the Central Intelligeaxce Agency otner 
than that given ty the Director. 

This Section also provides that the Director “shall be ap- 
pointed £raa. civ i li an life ...” and makes no provision for the pos- 
sibility of a Director to be appointed frcm officers on active dntj 
with the armed services. It is felt that this Section should be 
amended to read substantially in the form of Section 202(a) and (b) 
of S.-'^^ with the added provision that the Director may be chosen 
“frca civilian or militaiy life,” If this Section of Sri:S82_J^.jC£^

2* Section 10U(b)r This Section abolishes thie National IntellL 
gence Authorily without transfer of its functions to the National De- 
fense Coxmcil created by the bill. The functions of the Authority- 
should be vested in a Council which directs the activities of the 
Agency, The functions of the National Intelligence Authority are of 
considerable Importance and should not be abolished. 

This Section also fails to transfer the functions of the 
Central Intelligence Group to the Central Intelligence Agency. Only 
the personnel, property and records of the Group are transferred, As 
the functions of the Group have been set forth by the President's Exe- 
cutive Order of 22 January 19l|6, copy of which is attached herewith, 
they should be specifically transferred to the new Agency in a manner 
I similar to Section 202(c)(2) of S. 

1 ^* Section lOlj^(c); This Section should be eliminated. The t; ans- 
fer Ox the present functions of the Central Intelligence Group would 
be sufficient and would include the right to hire personnel as required. 
This Section further contemplates the performance of functions “her'jin— 
after set forth,” It is felt that these functions should not be speci- 
fically set forth in the bill dealing with the unification of the 
[ armed forces, but should be included at a later date in detailed 

f enabling legislation for the Central Intelligence Agency. 

Section lO^d) ; It is felt that this Section should be el; ai- 
nated in its entirety, !As stated above, the terms of the unildcation 

measure should merely establish the Central Intelligence Agency without 
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10. If it is felt necessary to include the functions of the 
CentraQ. Intelligence Agency in this legislation, other than hp 
incorporation of the President’s Directive l*y reference, it is 
thought that a provision should be included substantially in the 
language of Section 3(c) of the President's Directive, as foUoTrs; 

"Perform, for the benefit of said intelligence agencies, 
such services of ccoaon concern as the National Securiiigr Council 
determines can be more efficiently accomplished centrally."
